The Piecnriva com- 
mittee reported a resolution favoring 
Juno 16. This was amended ""A- C:>m- 
laitteemau Lannnn ol ITrah in favor of 
A'i£,'. !S. There was -shai-p debate and 
ilr. DoYonujf of Gxlii'ornia finally jsi i- 
firosed a compromise between June and 
August, viz.. July. The Be\~omii,- and 
Lsuuau amondmeuts were both dsfuat- 


• ed and then by a pratttieally unanimous 
- vote tbe date was tbced at June 10. 


Tln'U came ths main contest between 
the cities. There was much exciteraoiic 
as the ballots proceeded, the committee- 
Bieufrom the interested sections hurry- 
ing about aud seaking to effect combi- 
nations.

Europe and, incidentally, Willard Par- 
ker hospital. Xew York. Charles Gr. 
Wilson, president of tbe board of health, 
aaid yesterday: "As a IRTSIJU: I do sot 
thiuk that I can do justice to the sub- 
j*ot. Permit me to say, however, that 
Dr. Keynolds is very much mistaken 
when he assumes that all the diphtheria 
patients in this city ar» brought to the 
Wiliard Parker hospital. 


"Scarcely 10 per cent of the cases' 


which occur are treated in that institu- 
tion, and those who are brought to our 
hospital are of ths poorest class, ou 
whom the disease ha* Uiki.'H effect for 
three or four to five days, and some- 
times for a longer period. I am a firm 
believer in the affeotivenes* of auti- 
toxine."

collea-tne, Mr. Barrett (Rep., Mass.), 
came forward to a question of privilege 
and sending to the clerk's desk had read 
a resolution for the impeachment of Mr. 
Bayard . 


Both resolutions complaiued of Mr- 


Bayard's reflections on America's pro- 
tective system as state socialism, and of 
his reference to the United States need- 
ing a "real man like Cleveland" to gov- 
ern "a strong, sc4f-confident and often 
times violont people." 


The Barrett resolution declared these 


utterances were in manifest disregard of 
proprieties and calculated to injure our 
national repatation, and directed th« 
forc-igu affairs committee to examine 
the utterances in that speech aad to 
draft and report articles of impeachment 
to the house. 


Sir. Crisp (Dem., Ga.) objected to the 


Barrett resolution as not privileged, but 
Speaker Bead overruled him and Bar- 
rett made a brief speech, declaring Bay- 
ard sought- to aggrandize his party at 
the expense of his country, and citinsr 
the senate's action in Van Buren's case 
as justifying his resolution. 


The first vote on the Barrett resolu- 


tion came ou a motion by Crisp to refer 
to the judiciary committee, the motion 
being defeated on a rising vote of 80 to 
206. The Republican program is to 
eliminate from ths resolution the refer- 
ence to iinpcaGuiiiuui; and then to send 
the resolution to committee ou foreign 
affairs. 


The resolution was adopted after 


striking out the words directing the 
foreign affairs committee to report '*by 
impeachment or otherwise."

respondence.)—Los Angeles is one of 
the fairest cities on the globe. It 
has a lovely climate and everything 
earth owns helps to form the contrast 
of beautj. The ever 'blooming flowers 
are in profusion and along the princi- 
pal streets you may trample upon 
clioice calla lilies or chrysanthemums, 
crocus, hybiscus, narcis&is and other 
numerous plants, which, as an orna- 
mentation, the city spares no end of 
energy to cultivate into blooming 
beds. The perfume is very notice- 
able almost in any part of the 
city and coupled with the acres 
or . orange 
fields 
which are 
as 


a giant tube rose in fragrance; also 
the lemon and lime command their 
portion ot attention in the delicacy 
of aroma. I consider Los Angeles a 
Garden of Eden on earth, where one 
can arrest the choicest and, as a rule, 
very rare plants and shrubs. The 
principal feature of this elegance is 
the warm climate. Oae may look, 
although, in most every direction and 
discover snow. This is up on the 
mountains which tower as high as 
600 feet above the city. This supply 
of snow insures the lovely valley be- 
low a never ceasing supply of the 
best water nature provides—it is as 
cold in summer as ice and runs con 
tinually through channels of irriga- 
tion which is a ooon of importance in 
ifisse'ri, otherwise a greater portion "of 
California would be as worthless as 
the American desert of Nevada. It 
is ouly a fair question of time until 
every inch of availnble land will be 
watered and bloom with boundless 
burdens of fruit, of which the State 
is noted. California is a State from 
upon first sight after entering its 
portals a continuous orchard or vine- 
yard, untold acreage adapted to cul- 
tivation of desciduous trees, while 
not altogether small in producing 
among the first in citrus 
fruits. 


There are places which command the 
prominence over Spain and Italy, 
right here in our glorious California 
which ripens oranges one month 
ahead of our foreign sister Republics, 
and this alone calls the close scrutiny 
of many shrewd capitalists to realize 
on their hoards of money.

Hundreds of Pound* nt Dynamite Cseii to 


Clear a River. 


The impediment to navigation caused 


by the recent wreck of some 23 boats 
and barges of the coal fleet and 250,000 
bushels of coal on Dead Man's riffle, 
19 miles beiow Pitrsbnrg, was attacked 
by the United States government au- 
thorities with dynamite the other after- 
noon. Some 1,100 pounds of dynamite, 
in charge*, averaging 100 pounds each, 
were exploded among the wrecks and 
their cargoes. 
Several of tho barges 


were blown to pieces, and the clianuel 
was partly cleared. 


The dynamite threw great colnmufi of 


water 80 feet- iu the air. A piece of a 
heam pierced the hurricane deck of the 
towboat .Leader, from which the offi- 
cials -were conducting the operation, 
broke the bog chain, and nearly struck 
'he boat's mate, who was asleep in his 
bank. The charges -were fired from aa 
electric battery ou the Loader, which 
svns kapt about 350 feet away from the 
wrecks, with which ir was connected by

If the pigs are"permit- 
ted to occupy the peus and yards in 
which some have sickened and died, it 
is altogether probable that the infectioii 
will spread tin til it carries off the herd 
or all but the few that are strong enough 
to resist the encroachment of the plague 
or survive an attack of it. 
The disease 


spreads by infection of the ground. 
Heiice healthy hogs should riot be al- 
lowed on ground or iu pens where swine 
have died from the plague.—Breeder's
